Oeorge Hawkes, grand keoper of records
and sgeal of the grand domain of Penne
sylvania, was born In the city of New
York, July 23, 1535, but has resided In
FPhlladelphia for the past fifty-nine years,
On December 28, 1867, he Was initiated in
Koeystone lodge, No. 28, Phlladelphia,
January 14, 1568, he organized Clncinnatus

lodge, No, 1%, which {n three months had
7 names on its roll. This Jodge became
the mother of other lodges, members
withdruwing for the purpose of their or-
gantgation., January 4, 1880, Mr. Hawkes
wna alected o representative to the grand
lodge, and has been continuously ve-
eleotad until the present time. On Janu-
ary 5, 1871, he was elected grand keoper
of records and seal, the office at that
time belng known as grand recording
and corresponding seribe. Since then he
hils been re-slected annually, making a
period of over twenty-six yvears. In Au-
gust, 1575, he was elected supremo ropre-
sentative, and thereafter continuously re-
elected until 1898 (Nfteen years), when
he resigned, the supreme lodge having
fegisiated that a grand keeper of records
and geal could? not continue to hold the
pogitlon of supreme representative. He is
widely known in Philudelphia as s secret
soclety man, being 4 member of the Odd
Fellows, In whioh he is a past grand
master, He I8 nlso & member of the Or-
der of United American Mechanics, SBons
of Temperance,, Improved Order of Red
Men, Anclent Order Knights of the Mys-
tie Chain, and a Mason of high degree,
being a Knight Templar. He is a past
krand patriarch In the Odd Fellows' en-
eampment. For a number of yoars he
was engaged In the printing buasiness,
Heo 18 recognized among those who know
him, and they are numbered by the thou-
sands, as a man of sterling Integrily,
combined with =uperfor ability and ex-
coutive gquadifioations,

CAMP DUNNELL
FORMALLY OPENED

Major General Carnahan Was Present
and Made an Address.

IT WAS A PATRIOTIC EFFORT,

Camp is Now Governod by Military
Rnle==Routine to be Observod
During the Encampments«Guards
Were Fosted Last Night and no One
Was Allowed Inside of the Lines
Without the Pass Word««Competis
tive Drill This Morning.

The Inspiriting fag ralsing and dedi-
cation of Camp H. N. Dunn=ll wan ob-
served ut § o'clock yesterday afternoon
when the encampment was formally
placed in the bands of General Star-
bird by Colonel Martin Joyoee, in behalf
of the local Pythians, The cerfemony
wns identieal with that by which the
encampment of the National Guard are
opened, all that was missing being the
slnte of gunse. Major General Carna-
han was préesent and made the princi-
pal address, It was the Intention of
openring the camp at 9 o'clock A, m,,

but for various reasons the hour was
changed.
The first order issued In camp by

General Starbird through Assistant Ad.
jutant General Gripp was In announce.
ment of the eamp opening. This with
cther orders were tacked upon the
trecg about the camp. A half hour he-
fore b o'clock the camp showed signs of
prepariation for the ceremony. Fatigue
cape were band-boxed and In  thelr
place came out the gay white helmets
with the other dressy accoutrement of
a Bir Knight at his best. Regiments
were formed In the several streets of
the tented city awalting the signal to
asgemble en masse.

OFFICERS ARRIVE.

Gerermnl Camahan in the gorgeous
uniform of his rank, with Caolonel Mar-
tin Joyee and Gerreral Charles F. Linde,
of the commander-in-chief's staff, and
Colenel Gripp, arrlved at the camp in
a carrlage o few minutes before b
o'clock, Gugler Gensimore performed
hig first duties In sounding the call,
The regiments comprising about 200
men in all formed In a hollow square
ebout the flag ole which bhad beon
erected on the southwest corner of the
grand stund, General Carnahan, (Gen-
erul Starbird and the members of their
staffs, stood in the centre. At a word
from General Carnahen the combined
Giermania of this city and Knights of

Pythias, of Pittsburg, bands played
“Ameriea" md *Old Glory"” elowly
oréept  up the pole, the solllers

presenting thelr swords at a salute to
the colorg. The scene was witnessed
by geveral hundred people who stood
about the square with heads uncovered,
When the flag was fair and free in the
breeze,General Btarbird Introduced Col-
onel Joyece, who In a few words, trans-
ferred the camp to the Pennsylvania
brigade, Genernl Carnnhan afterward
accepted the trust In a speech calculat-
ed to remind the Knights of the worth
of their order. He said:

GENERAL'S REMARKS,

OMcers and membors of the Uniformed
Rank: “You may well be congratulated In
that you have not only the privilege
but the pleasures and honor of settling
daown In this first encampment of the
Pennsywania brigade under ths protec-
Hon of that flag, which has never wvet
falled to protect those who hage stood
wnder Its folds, You stand here ns repro-
santatives of a great Americnn orgnnlza-
tlon. When I say Awmerican I have in
m.nd the highest, hraadest and best that
g3 to make up the loyal subjeet of a
free country.

“You llve at a time many years after
the men In blue, who stood under that
flag when the country was In direst dis-
tress, You today are thelr representa-
tivea:

In the patriotic way General Carn-
ahan spoke for some time, his ds-
course referring to the character of
the order, and finally thanking Colonel
Joyce, as the representative of the
city of Beranton for the receptlon that
has been glven, General Carnahan
then gave a hearty welcome to the
Knights to attend the International
convention to be held next year at
Indlanapolis. His final words won the
good opinion of the Knights, He in-
vited not only the ofMicers but also the
men to visit him at his tent

General  Starbird  briefly thanked
General Carnahan for his peesence
ot the eamp. "It encourages us, and
makes us feel that you take an interest
in the Pennsylvania brigade,” said
General Starbird. He ended in giving
the command for the dismlssal of the

brigade,
